In a sense it makes little differ- 
ence what philosophy of life a 
man holds, so long as he holds 
it to play with and not to work 
by.* The idealist may hold that 
matter is but a form of thought, 
and the materialist that every- 
| thing is resolvable into matter; 
but so long as both act on the 
hypothesis that beth mind and 
matter exist, mind being superior 
to matter, both may survive and 
live reasonably well. 

Not long since a Hindue ideal- 
ist, living in the flesh but deny- 
ing it in his philosophy, expound- 
ed to an American audience a 
philosophy of man that would 
make the individual but a men- 
tal movement—an eddy in a cast, 
composite, immortal: mind. 

The beginning and the end of 
the individual man he held to be 
the rising and subsidence respect- 
ively of his mental eddy, the im- 
mortality of the man being but 
the endlessness of the mental 
4mass in which his soul for a 
brief moment whirls about. 

Such a philosophy as this ap- 
Pears to a western mind to be 
the very stuff of which dreams 
are made, a theory on a par with 
astrology as a working program, 
a scheme that effects human con- 
duct ‘not at all, except perhaps 
that it may fog the truth a little. 

This theory is, however, the 
philosophical stock of which 
Brahmaism is built, a religion 
that counts its followers by the 
hundreds of millions, and that has 
done for its devotees the worst 
that any religion has done for any 
such great fraction of the hu- 
man race. Its fundamental weak- 
ness is that it leaves the indi- 
vidual man fatherless and future- 
less. It fails to accord him his 
true value in this life and beyond 
it. 

Between the beginning of this 
eddy and the end of it, this 
philosophy has left room for the 
transmigration of the soul through 
the lower order of animal forms 
up to the human form, where 
nothing less than an existence 
full of penance and empty of 
pleasure will entitle the wretch 
to a final submersion of endless 
mind,
